Quincy Depot. 


Quincy patrons of the N. Y., N. H. 
{1.R. R. will be pleased that they have 
used for the last time the old wooden 
building that has so long served as a 
depot. While the new depot is per- 
haps not all that Quincy people would 
like, it is a most welcome improve- 
ment, 

The new structure is of brick with 
granite trimmings. The interior is of 
face brick with natural wood finish. 
There is but one waiting room the 
ticket office being in the centre on the 
track side. The ticket office is rather 
small and cramped. On the north end 
of the building are the toilet rooms. 
These are certainly a great improve- 
ment over what Quincy has ever had. 
Both of the toilet rooms are large and 
are fitted with all modern improve- 
ments, 

On the south end of the building is 
the baggage room. There is an open- 
ing from thisroom into the main 
waiting room, and entrances to the 
room from both the street and track 
sides. 

Under this room is the heating ap- 
paratus and coal bin, while over the 
waiting room is a large attic which will 
be used as a store room and office for 
Station Agent Coffin. 

The building is lighted by electricity, 
and it is also piped for gas. 

The ticket office is fitted with new 
telegraphic apparatus, which should 
insure correct transmission of mes- 
sages. 

Along thetrack side of the depot 
is a concrete covered walk. This walk 
has five chandeliers of two lights each, 
which makes it as light as day. 

There are no outside lights on the 
east side at present, but they will be 
put in shortly.

Diphtheria on Increase. 


There is some talk of closing the 
Willard school building on account of 
diphtheria. Whether the school is 
closed or not some actiou may be taken 
| to change the heating and ventilating 
apparatus, for it is believed by many 
that this is the cause of the spread of 
the disease. 

By the system now in use the deposits 
| from the closets are dried by hot air 
} which passes through the vaults into a 
shaft. This leaves,a dry dust which is 
swept up and burned. Whether this 
dust is the cause of diphtheria is a 
question. By the Fuller 
system, which is in use in some of the 
| buildings, the deposit in the closets is 
}cremated and it noticable that in 
these buildings there has been but 
| little or no diphtheria. 

The Board of Health have the matter 
under consideration, and will probably 
| take some action to prevent the further 
| spread of the disease.

An important decision was rendered 
in the superior court at Dedham Thurs- 
day by Judge Bishop, which is of 
interest to all the Quincy granite manu- 
facturers, It was in the case of Fred 
Martel of Qunincy vs. the Quincy 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association, 
the damages being placed at $10,000. 
The plaintiff alleged that said associa- 
tion was an unlawful conspiracy, as it 
assessed its members aud imposed a 
fine upon those who purchased granite 
of manufacturers not members of the 
association. 

During the trial of the case, which 
lasted several days, the plaintiff alleged 
that before the organization of the 
association he had a large and lucrative 
business, but because of the require- 
ments of the association his business 
had suffered, and he claimed damages 
to the extent of $10,000. 

Judge Bishop in his review of the 
ease decides the association is a law- 

iation, and that it had a right 
its own members.

Launching of the Lawrence. 


The United States torpedo boat des- 
troyer Lawrence, the largest vessel of 
her type in the world, was successfully 
launched on Wednesday morning last 
from the yards of the Fore River engine 
company at East Braintree, where she 
has been building for two years, and 
the event was observed with fitting 
ceremonies by about 3000 persons, 

As early as nine o’clock the guests 
began to arrive, spending their time 
inspecting the engine works. Within 
the torpedo building, stands were made 
from which the guests witnessed the 
launching. 

The wharves and shores of the Fore 
River were black with the uninvited. 
They came from all directions, men, 
women and children. At 10,15 the O. 
E. Lewis and the tug Ariel steamed up 
the river, bringing more guests. The 
weather conditions were superb; the 
sun bright, the air crisp and cool; the 
water calm. The gates of the building 
were open, disclosing the stern of the 
torpedo boat bearing the name ** Law- 
rence’’ and showing the twin screws. 

At 10.48 the boat started toward the 


water. Five minutes later amid the 
clanging of bells  and_ shrieks of 
whistles the Lawrence slid into the 


Miss Ruth Lawrence christened 
her Lawrence just before the boat 
entered the water. 

The banquet given by the Fore River 
Engine Co., following the launching, 
was largely attended. The guests were 
carried by steamers from the scene of 
the launching down the beaatiful Fore 
river to the new plant at Quincy Point. 
After inspecting the newly laid keel of 
the Des Moines now under construction 
at the yard, and the various machine 
shops, the entered the im- 
mense carpenters’ shop over the mold 
room, to about 1000.

The difference 
between the Chesapeake and Lawrence, 
he said, indicated the development of a 
whole century of progress in the art of

The outcome of the recounts this 
year and last year shows that when the 
vote is close a recount is a good 
thing. 


Wednesday afternoon it was so very 
dusty that the street car sprinkler was 
out laying the dust along side the 
tracks. Thursday, tor the first time 
this season, it snowed and instead 
of dust, rubbers were needed. 


The little State of Massachusetts 
more than held its own with the great 
State of Ohio. While Ohio gained 
485,229 in population in the decade, 
Massachusetts gained 566,403. Ohio’s 
percentage of gain was but 13 plus 
while that of Massachusetts was 25 
plus, and that of Quincy 43 plus. 


The Grand Army fair should appeal 
to the citizens of Quincy as no other 
fair, and no other fair should be a 
greater financial success. The relief 
funds needs to be replenished frequent- 
ly, now that the veterans are getting 
old that they may have the comforts 
of life in the country which they were 
so ready to shed their blood to pre- 
serve. 


Now that the recount has been made 
it will be seen that the two Republican 
candidates for Representatives made a 
remarkably close run, their totals being 
but 8 apart. Representative Sheppard 
leads with 1796 and Mr. Badger has 
1788. Councilman Wilson is 96 behind 
Mr. Badger and 104 behind Mr. Shep- 
pard. The experience of Kepresenta- 
tive Sheppard and his wide acquaint- 
ance with the officials and old members 
of the Legislature will be of value to 
the city, and when he steps aside next 
year, it will be Representative Badger, 
who will have the experience, and a 
new man. It will be a good plan to 
follow, to elect one new member each 
year. 


The approach of the municipal cam- 
paign should arouse those in favor of 
No License to renewed efforts, to see to 
it that the majority is not decreased. 
For nineteen years Quincy has enjoyed 
the many benefits derived from No 
License and those who lived in Quincy 
during the license times have no 
desire to see Quincy again arrayed in 
that column.

The Republican of 
Ways and Means Committee have com- 


pleted their work this week by decid- 
ing on the provisions ofa bill which 
will reduce the revenues by $30,000,- 
000, 

Practically all the stamp taxes are 
abolished, with the exception of the 
taxes on transfers of stock, which are 
left as they now stand inthe law. To 
cut off the taxes on stock transfers 
would in itself involve a reduction of 
between fourteen and seventeen million 
dollars, which would carry the reduc- 
tion beyond the limit fixed as safe by 
the Treasury experts. 

The most popular action of the com- 
mittee will be the abolition of the 
stamp tax on telegrams. There was no 
opposition to this.

expected after the publication ex- 
clusively in the Daily Ledger of the 
intention of Mr. McGrath not to press 
his charges. 

The board met in the City Council 
chamber, and less than twenty persons 
were present. A formal entry of the 


two complaints was made. 


Paul R. Blackmur, Esy., appeared 
for H. A. Keith and other candidates, 
and was the only one to address the 
board. He resented the charge and 
insinuation made by Mr. McGrath, and 
said the caucus officers had acted in 
good faith. He desired it to be known 
that the withdrawal of the charges 
was not brought about by the persons 
charged. 

The board drew up a report ia 
writing, which was signed by all the 
members. It reads as follows 

**Quincy, 22 Nov., 1900. 

‘In the matter of the petition of 
Thomas J. MeGrath, the petitioner 
having withdrawn his petition the 
board constituted uuder Chap, 548 of 
1808, Section 147, hereby orders that 
so far as the petition of said McGrath 
is concerned, that the same be and is 
dismissed and that all names of 
councilmen, school committee, ward 
committee and delegates to the munici- 
pal convention, and nominee for 
mayor and the other officers entitled to 
a place uvon the ballot to be used at 
the municipal election in December, 
1900, be placed upon the official ballot 
as provided by law."’ 

It was not until ten or fifteen 
minutes after adjournment that Mr. 
McGrath put in an appearance. When 
interviewed by the reporters he said he 
had employed ex-City Solicitor Me- 
Anarney as counsel, and they had 
sought opinions of the Election Com- 
missioners of Boston and their at- 
torney. These authorities said that 
unquestionably there had been ir- 
regularities, but as the will of the party 
had not been set aside, it was doubtful 
if the nominations could be found 
invalid. The gentlemen who were 
candidates, who had served as caucus 


officers, might be amenable to the law, 
if any one desired to be a pablic 
prosecutor. Mr. McGrath said he did 
not.
